investigation of r the cbargei- 
when they were nrst made had 
not yet made a report It is pro 
bable that when Gan Chaffee’s 
report is received the whole busi 
ness will be made public 
, The other sensational report 
was sent by Secretary Root to 
the Hobse, iu response to a re 
Kdution asking therefor. It 
contains reports made by army 
officers who investigated the 
army .’transport service of the 
Pacihc. Those reports show 
that for a time there was much
